Port Royal 
man dies 
in Friday 
wreck 

A 24-year-old Port Royal man was 
killed in a 5:27 a.m. Eriday crash on 
Highway 193, according to Kentucky 
State Police. 

Authorities identified the driver as 
Derick Ouellette as the investigation 
by Trooper Zack Morris continues. 

The preliminary investigation shows 
the vehicle had been traveling north 
on Highway 193 when it left the 
road, possibily due to wet conditions. 

The vehicle struck a tree and then 
overturned multiple times before 
coming to a rest. 

The Henry County Coroner 
pronounced Ouellette dead at the 
scene, according to the state police.

Primary voters choose

Archer, Stanley win contests for open seats

Turnout for the May 20 Primary 
Election in Henry County topped that 
of Kentucky as a whole, as residents 
went to the polls to select federal, state 
and local candidates. 

After all the ballots were cast and 
County Clerk Juanita Lashley calculated 
the turnout, the figures showed that 
3,322 out of 11,449 registered Henry 
County voters had participated in the 
primary 

The 29 percent who showed up to 
vote in the county made it a slightly 
healthier turnout than that of the state, 
at 27 percent. 

She credited the interest in the race 
for county clerk between Shanda E. 

Archer and Chrisana Jones Clifford 
and several other local races in the 
Democratic Party Primary Election. 

In the contest to fill the impending 
vacancy left by Lashley in her retirement. 

Archer came out ahead of her opponent.

Eminence schools may have a 
slightly different look in the coming 
years with a planned expansion to 
allow more individualized learning for 
students, according to Superintendent 
Buddy Berry. 

Dubbed ‘Edhub’ by the school 
board, the project would include 13 
new classrooms, nine new labs and a 
large hub area for students to gather. 
Berry said that he hopes the expan¬ 
sion will lead to a greater customiza¬ 
tion of learning.

According to Berry, the school 
board doesn’t see the school out¬ 
growing this expansion any time soon 
and that there will be no further need 
to grow. 

The expansion will also see the 
addition of several small group rooms, 
which can allow for small classes or 
school clubs to meet in a more inti¬ 
mate setting, away from the hustle 
and bustle of the school. The labs will 
also be state of the art, said Berry, 
who added that they could include 
items like 3-D printers, robotics 
equipment and media classes.

results released the night 
of the primary. Clifford 
took 461 votes, or 19.64 
percent. 

“I’m excited and 
thrilled and overwhelmed 
by the support of the 
county,” she said after 
the results were in. “1 
slept a lot better Tuesday 
night than 1 did Monday 
night.” 

With no Republican 
candidate seeking the 
county clerk office. 
Archer will take over the 
elective office on Jan. 5. 
Lashley’s term ends Dec. 
31. 

Lashley has already 
begun familiarizing 
Archer and her head 
deputy, Cassie Baxter, 
with the bookkeeping, 
reports, deadlines and 
all the behind-the-scenes 
work that falls to a coun¬ 
ty clerk. 

“We are very, very for¬ 
tunate that we’re already 
in here and have hands- 
on training,” Archer 
said. “We’re already in 
here and know the basics 
of the job and what is 
required.” 

She’s also happy with 
the results because the 
current staff work really 
well together. 

“1 love these people, 

1 love where I’m from,” 
Archer said. “I’m proud 
to be from Henry 
County. I’m very active 
with the kids. We don’t 
stop.” 

Besides the support of 
the office staff. Archer 
had lots of campaigners 
in her mother, father, 
grandmother and daugh¬ 
ter, who put out many 
signs and knocked on 
many doors. 

Archer’s father Jack 
Scriber drove around 
countless hours spread¬ 
ing the word and hus¬ 
band Frank became “Mr. 
Mom” to care for the 
family when she cam¬ 
paigned. 

Archer also got a lot of 
help from her predeces¬ 
sor. 

“I’m very fortunate 


that Juanita Lashley 
has taken me under her 
wing and supported me 
through out this new 
adventure,” Archer said. 
“I hope that the transi¬ 
tion in January will go 
smoothly, and I am ready 
to serve the citizens of 
Henry County to the 
best of my ability.” 

The retirement of 
long-term magistrate 
David Brown from 
Henry County Fiscal 
Court led to the only 
local three-way contest of 
the primary. 

With competition 
between Jason Stanley, 
Mark S. Morris and 
Pat Williamson for 
the seat representing 
Campbellsburg, Sulphur 
and Turners Station, 
Stanley prevailed. 

He received 269 bal¬ 
lots, or 57.85 percent, 
as compared to 154 
for Morris and 42 for 
Williamson. 

Stanley does not have 
to face a challenger in 
November’s general elec¬ 
tion. 

“I would like to start 
out by saying how hum¬ 
bled I am that the vot¬ 
ers of district three have 
put their faith in me to 
represent them,” Stanley 
said. “I would also like 
to thank everyone for all 
of their support and kind 
words while out cam¬ 
paigning. I look forward 
to working with them in 
the future. Thank you. ” 

Incumbent sixth dis¬ 
trict magistrate on fiscal 
court, Jerry A. Beasley, 
won his bid for re- 
election over challenger 
Justin Atchison. 

Beasley ended the day 
with 282 votes, or 63.66 
percent, and Atchison 
with 161, or 36.34 
percent for the district 
representing northeast 
Eminence, Defoe and 
Pleasureville. 

Without a Republican 
opponent in the fall, 
Beasley will return to 
represent the sixth dis¬ 
trict on fiscal court next 
year. 

What business does 
Beasley want to work on 
in his next term on the 
fiscal court.^ 


“Try to improve my 
county roads more,” he 
said. “And to keep your 
taxes down.” 

He thanked all the vot¬ 
ers that were a part of his 
re-election. Beasley said if 
residents have any issues 
they want to talk over 
with him, he can always 
be reached at his home 
or business. 

Incumbent Nick 
Hawkins in the fourth 
magisterial district 
received the highest per¬ 
centage of votes among 
all local candidates at 
89.85 percent, or 354 
votes. 


Joe Godbey was on 
the ballot for the fourth 
district magistrate office, 
but had withdrawn from 
the race. 

For the fifth magis¬ 
terial district, current 
west and northeast New 
Castle representative 
Michael Fisher won the 
vote count with 315, or 
61.40 percent, as com¬ 
pared to Wesley Beverly 
Sr.’s 198 votes, or 38.60 
percent. 

An upset occurred in 
the matchup for fourth 
magisterial district con¬ 
stable between incum¬ 
bent Brandon Michael 


Cobb and Richard 
Jaehnigen. 

The challenger earned 
235, or 61.52 percent, 
to Cobb’s 147, or 38.48 
percent. 

In the Republican pri¬ 
mary races. Sen. Mitch 
McConnell withstood 
the challenges of four 
opponents in Henry 
County, including the 
Tea Party favorite, busi¬ 
nessman Matt Bevin. 

McConnell got 482 
votes, or 52.22 percent 
of all cast, with his clos¬ 
est challenger, Bevin, tak¬ 
ing 416. 

Among the Democrats 


running to challenge 
McConnell in the general 
election this fall, Alison 
Lundergan Grimes, 
received 1,605 votes in 
Henry County, among a 
field of four candidates. 
That means she had the 
support of 75 percent of 
the voters in the primary. 

The next closest candi¬ 
date, Tom Recktenwald, 
got only 198 votes. 

For 20^^^ Senatorial 
District for state sena¬ 
tor, incumbent Paul 
Hornback easily defeat¬ 
ed opponent Tony 
McCurdy 674-183.

“This will not only 
help Henry County 
become a Kentucky Work 
Ready Community, but 
will also be a benefit 
to each employee who 
obtains the certification 
whether they remain with 
our company or choose 
to seek employment else¬ 
where,” Rose said. 

“For Eminence 
Speaker LLC, having 
our county certified as a 
Work Ready Community 
helps our local busi¬ 
nesses better compete 
in the global economy,” 
he said. “It improves 
the quality and skillset of 
the workforce, encour¬ 
ages other businesses to 
locate here, indirectly 
increases tax revenue and 
services, creates jobs, and 
improves our community 
as a whole.” 

Employers will expect 
more prospective work¬ 
ers to have advanced 
training. Rose said. This 
Work Ready community 
designation shows Henry 
County has already got¬ 
ten started fulfilling those 
expectations. 

“As more and more 
communities get this cer¬ 
tification, more employ¬ 
ers are going to expect 
employee prospects to 
have NCRC certifi¬ 
cates,” Rose said. “We 
feel like the effort is a 
win-win-win situation 
for Eminence Speaker, 
the community and our 
employees.” 

While both the 
Eminence and the Henry 


County schools gradu¬ 
ate more students with 
career readiness certifi¬ 
cates, Abrams said that 
the effort will look to 
help those already in the 
workforce get the train¬ 
ing they need. 

“We’re hoping to 
engage with business and 
industry in conversation 
to give folks incentive for 
their employees to their 
career readiness certifi¬ 
cate,” the superintendent 
said. 

Ideas for that include 
giving employees who 
earn their career readi¬ 
ness certifications a 
one-time bonus, a pay 
increase or a promotion. 
Kentucky development 
officials will use Henry 
County’s designation to 
promote it to prospective 
business and industry, 
Judge-Executive John 
Logan Brent said. It’s 
something that state cab¬ 
inet of economic devel¬ 
opment will highlight 
when telling potential 
employers about Henry 
County. 

Henry County has 
received this Work Ready 
designation early in 
the program, with only 
about 25 or 30 other 
counties having done so. 

“You know, there are 
150-plus industrial parks 
available in the state 
with available land, and 
120 counties going after 
industry,” Brent said. 
“You’ve got all this com¬ 
petition — anytime you 
can differentiate yourself 
from your competition 
it’s got to help.” 

This is just one of the 
assets that Henry County 
can use to reach out to 


new companies. 

Having good work¬ 
force availability and 
a skilled workforce is 
another good thing 
to talk about, just like 
alongside having land 
available next to the 
interstate. 

“It’s just another tool 
in the toolbox when 
you’re trying to recruit 
industry,” Brent said. 

“I don’t know if it will 
make the difference, but 
if you don’t do it, it may 
keep you from making 
the list.” 


The committee of about 
20 people from educa¬ 
tion, government, busi¬ 
ness and industry along 
with Rep. Rick Rand 
and Sen Paul Hornback 
did a great job pursuing 
the requirements of the 
Work Ready program, 
Brent said. 

This effort began when 
Abrams approached the 
Henry County economic 
development committee, 
who were behind the 
idea 100 percent from 
the start, the superinten¬ 
dent said.

1-71 exit ramps in Henry County to be closed 


Motorists using the 
interchange at Interstate 
71 and KY 153 (Exit 28) 
in Henry County should 
be aware of upcoming 
ramp closures during the 
month of June. 

Contract crews will be 
removing the existing 
asphalt overlay and con¬ 
crete pavement under¬ 
neath on all four ramps 
at this interchange. 

Each ramp is sched¬ 
uled to be closed for one 
week for replacement of 
the pavement. 

This construction is 
part of a contract by the 
Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet for asphalt 


resurfacing and con¬ 
crete bridge deck repairs 
on southbound T7I 
between the Trimble/ 
Carroll County line and 
the Little Kentucky River 
(mile points 38.8 to 
28.1). The first ramp 
scheduled for closure is 
the entrance ramp from 
KY 153 to southbound 
I-7I. 

This ramp will be 
closed from 7 a.m. on 
Sunday, June I until 7 
a.m. on Sunday, June 7. 

Motorists should fol¬ 
low the signed detour via 
northbound T7I to US 
421 (Exit 34) and then 
access southbound T7I. 


The remaining ramps 
at the I-7I/KY 153 
interchange are sched¬ 
uled for closure as fol¬ 
lows: 

• Exit ramp from 
northbound T7I to KY 
153 - closed June 8 -14 
• Entrance ramp from 
KY 153 to northbound 
T7I - closed June 15-21 

• Exit ramp from 
southbound T7I to KY 
153 - closed June 22-28 
Construction will con¬ 
tinue on the driving lanes 
of southbound T7I with 
asphalt paving and con¬ 
crete bridge deck repairs. 

The speed limit in the 
work zone is reduced 


to 55 MPH and double 
fines are being enforced. 

Based on traffic data, 
lane closures on south¬ 
bound T7I will only be 
prohibited on Eridays 
from 10 a.m. until 7 
p.m. 

Motorists should 
expect lane closures and 
heavy delays 24 hours/ 
day all other days of the 
week.

from the Facility 
Support Program of 
Kentucky, a building fund 
for public schools. “It 
will not affect the general 
fund at all,” Berry said. 
“It is completely from 
the building fund.” 

The recent tax increase 
by the school district 
also went into the bond 
potential to assist in pay¬ 
ing for the Edhub. He 
stressed that the state 
matched the money 
raised by the Nickel Tax. 
“[The Nickel Tax] is the 
same one used by Henry 
County in 2005, which 


helped them build their 
new high school,” Berry 
said. “[The state] actually 
gives you the matching 
monies to whatever the 
community raises, which 
therefore kind of doubles 
the use of that tax.” 

Many of the details of 
the project are still com¬ 
ing together, but current¬ 
ly the plan proposed by 
architects Studio Kramer 
would consist of building 
the expansion on top of 
the current parking lot 
space on the side of the 
school toward Eminence.

Energy club amped up after award

The New Castle 
Elementary Energy Club 
is receiving an all-expense 
paid trip to our nation’s 
capital because of their 
work to cut their com¬ 
munity’s carbon foot¬ 
print. 

The club, led by 4* 
grade teachers Becca 
Gilbert and Amanda 
Vinova, held an Energy 
Fair earlier this year and 
handed out 600 CEL 
bulbs to visitors in an 
effort to educate the 
public about the positives 
of energy conservation. 

Gilbert and Vinova

this summer. “Then, a 
few weeks later, they 
called the energy team 
and Becca and I down 
to the gym and a couple 
of representatives from 
N.E.E.D...were down 
there,” Vinova said. 

“And they surprised us 
and told us that we had 
won National Rookie of 
the Year, as well.” 

The team was then 
awarded an additional 
$2,000, bringing their 
grand total to $10,100 
to take an all-expenses- 


paid trip to D.C. for the 
National Youth Awards. 

They will also take 
tours of the city and 
White House, mingling 
with kids from other 
programs and staying in 
a five star hotel. “[The 
kids] have never done 
anything like it,” Gilbert 
said. 

“Most of them have 
never even been on a 
plane,” added Vinova. 
“It’s super exciting for 
them. It’s a once in a 
lifetime experience that 
they’re going to get to 
do. And not only that, 
it’s completely paid 
for. No out-of-pocket 
expenses at all.” 

Gilbert added that

All parents want their 
children to grow up to 
be responsible, self-suffi¬ 
cient adults, but the tran¬ 
sition from childhood to 
adulthood—the teenage 
years—can be rocky for 
parents and children. 

It’s during this time 
that children often test 
parents’ limits and start 
requesting things like 
cell phones, later curfews 
and less adult supervi¬ 
sion. This is also the time 
when many parents have 
to decide where they 
stand on many issues, 
financially and morally, 
and learn how to gra¬ 
ciously and responsibly 
let go. 

Letting go, while at 
the same time raising 
children to be respon¬ 
sible adults, is a huge 
task for anyone, but 
fortunately it’s one that 
millions of parents have 


accomplished since the 
beginning of time, and 
it’s something you can 
do too. 

While to you your 
child may always be 
your little baby, children 
grow up quicldy. College 
and adulthood will be 
here before you know 
it. Many parents play an 
active role in their child’s 
early life and some might 
even admit to being 
overly involved. 

Now is the time to 
start seeing your teenag¬ 
ers as the young adults 
they are becoming. 

You have helped shape 


their beliefs since they 
were little. You can now 
work specifically to help 
them develop a sense 
of responsibility as they 
grow older. 

One of the most 
important things you can 
do as a parent is to listen 
to your children. They 
have valuable ideas and 
reasons for their actions. 
Chances are you can 
glean important informa¬ 
tion about their friends 
at school and their hab¬ 
its, their teachers, school- 
work and their develop¬ 
ing views of the world. 

If you don’t agree with 


everything your child 
thinks or does, don’t be 
quick to scold. They may 
start hiding parts of their 
lives from you altogether. 
Instead, ask them ques¬ 
tions that make them 
critically think through 
their actions and help 
them realize there are 
consequences for inap¬ 
propriate behaviors. 

At the same time, you 
need to set clear limits 
and develop clear conse¬ 
quences for unacceptable 
behavior. This way your 
children understand what 
happens if they don’t do 
their homework, receive 
failing grades or lie about 
the people they are with. 
If your child has a group 
of close friends, make 
it a point to meet the 
parents, if you haven’t 
already. Discuss with 
them how you feel about 
all of these new freedoms 


your child is requesting 
and ask where they stand 
on these with their child, 
such as the appropriate 
amount of adult supervi¬ 
sion at parties. You may 
talk about establishing 
similar guidelines for 
your child’s core group. 
For example, if all the 
teens have the same cur¬ 
few, chances are one isn’t 
going to feel they are 
being treated unfairly by 
their parents. 

When kids are babies 
and toddlers many par¬ 
ents praise them for 
every milestone they hit, 
such as saying their first 
words, walking, recit¬ 
ing their ABCs, etc. But 
as kids get older, these 
praises seem to decline. 
Don’t always focus on 
what your child does 
wrong. Praise them when 
they do something right. 
Tell them you’re proud 


of them when they get 
good grades, are kind to 
others, say no to smok¬ 
ing, etc. You can also 
attach specific rewards, 
such as going over to a 
friend’s house or get¬ 
ting the car for the night 
when they cheerfully 
complete chores without 
having to be reminded. 

These seemingly 
mundane, routine tasks, 
learned over time as chil¬ 
dren and youth, form 
the basis for responsible 
behavior as adults. It is 
a parent’s responsibility 
to model such behavior 
as they train their young 
ones toward maturity.

Folks, the results of 
the 2012 Census of 
Agriculture have just 
been released. 

I’ve had my own 
thoughts about how 
the new numbers might 
go, but it’s always good 
to work from the lat¬ 
est data, as reported to 
the National Agriculture 
Statistics Service by our 
landowners. 

The number of farms 
reported in 2012 was 
869, down from 962 in 
the the 2007 Census, 
which bounced up from 


883 in 2002. And while 
the average size of a farm 
didn’t change much, 
now 148 acres per farm 
compared to 152 in 
2007, the big change is 
simply the number of 
acres in farmland. 


The total farmland 
reported is only 126,509 
compared to 146,399 
only five years before. 

We had hovered around 
150,000 acres in farm¬ 
land since the early 
1970s. Historically, we 


had around 175,000 
acres in farmland for 
the first half of the last 
century. The total land 
acreage for the county is 
186,000 acres. 

The average reported 
value of farmland and 
building per acre didn’t 
move much, up to 
$3,343 from the 2007 
value of $3,268. The 
total value of agriculture 
crops and livestock did 
move up, from nearly 
$28 million to nearly 
$31 million. 

More of the 2012 


Census of Agriculture 
numbers are yet to be 
published, and I’ll visit 
with you some other 
interesting data such as 
average age of farmers, 
age groups of farmers, 
and number of farms in 
certain sizes and dollar 
sales per year.
